OTTAWA, Deo. 1.— The passing of 
United States warships through the 
canals and St. Lawrence river to the 
Croat lakes In direct defiance of the 
Rush-Bagot treaty of 1817 and the 
possibility of Canada waking up one 
morning to find trouble had broken 
out and the vast trade of that section 
of the dominion at the mercy of Uncle 
Sam's snips bristling with guns, was 
the theme of Mr. Foster In the House 
today. This drew from Sir Wilfrid 
Laurlor the statement that the facts 
were only too true, hut what were we 
going to do about it? 

Mr. Foster brought the matter up by 
moving for the correspondence In re 
speet to the agreement between the 
United Slates and Great Britain as to 
the maintenance of war vessels on the 
great lakes, the several requests made 
for permitting United States war vos- 
scls to pass the canals and the outcome 
thereof, a list of such vessels with 
description and armament, their sta- 
tions and purposes for which they are 
used. He read the Rush-Bagot treaty, 
signed in 1817 by Great Britain and 
the United States, which was In 
reality a mutual understanding on tl|o 
part of the two countries that on the 
great lakw there should bo small naval 
armament. On Lake Ontario it was to 
be confined to a small vessel of 100 
tons with an 18-pound cannon, two 
similar vessels on the upper lakes and 
one on Lake Champlaln. 

Mr. Foster then dwelt ■ upon the 
United States boats which had passed 
up the canals to the great lakes ami 
what appeared to be direct contra- 
vention of that treaty. Ten vessels, 
of s.000 tons displacement. 30 officers 
and 519 men, with modern guns and 
equipment afterwards Installed, had 
gone through the canals. He gave 
their names as the Dorothea, Hawk, 
Wasp, Don Juan, D'Austrla, Fern, 
Yantle, Sandaval, Nashville, Essex and 
Wolverine. All of these, with the ex- 
ception of the Wolverine, had been 
transferred to the state naval militia, 
the duties of the Wolverine being of a 
recruiting character, [t was a curious 
thing, commented Mr. Foster, that the 
permission sought by the United States 
authorities for these vessels to pass up 
had always been granted as speedily 
as possible, and with very little re- 
serve, the conditions being that the 
boats should not be armed while going 
through the canals, and that they were 
to bo used for training purposes only. 
In the ease of the Nashville she took 
on hor armament at Buffalo. The re- 
sult had been that there were now 
1G4!) men and officers of tho United 
States naval reserve on the lakes, 
made up of Illinois 629, Michigan 177, 
Minnesota 117, Now York 5S3. Ohio 143. 

Mr. Foster then showed that as the 
situation rested today Canada was ab- 
solutely at the mercy of the armament 
which tho United States had on the 
lakes, in so far as her groat ports and 
rapidly growing trade were concerned. 
If it should happen that trouble arose, 
within twenty-four hours the whole 
lake trade would be absolutely con- 
trolled by tho guns and men of those 
innocent looking craft which had boon 
permitted to go up the canals. Having 
put his case, Mr. Foster moved for 
correspondence in the possession of 
tho government. 

Tho Premier, while admitting that 
the circumstances of the case might 
cause some anxiety, said Air. Foster 
had not suggested a remedy. The 
Rush-Bagot agreement had served a 
very good purpose, but Its tenure of 
life hung on a very slight thread. It 
could be put an end to In six months, 
and if Canada objected to the pasBBgc 
of these vesels up tho canals, all the 
United States had to do was to de- 
nounce the convention. Mr. Foster 
had suggested a modification of the 
treaty, but, added Sir Wilfried, that 
was much easier said than done; in- 
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deed, it might end In an unlimited 
nrrnament on the Great Lakes, with 
Canada forced to follow suit. How- 
ever, the Premier stated in conclusion, 
the matter was engaging the govern- 
ment's attention. In tho Washington 
conference of 1S09 some modification 
of tho Rush-Bagot treaty was sug- 
gested, but no amicable decision was 
arrived at. Sir Wilfrid promised to 
bring down all but the strictly confi- 
dential papers, and this ended the mat- 
ter. 

The Premier was criticized today by 
Mr. Meighen regarding his indecision 
as to whether to sit for Ottawa or 
Quebec East. He asked whether the 
Speaker had received a report from the 
election judges as to the disposal of the 
protest against the return of Sir Wil- 
frid for the Ottawa seat. 

The Speaker: "If so, it is in the 
journals of the house." 

Mr. Meighen continued to argue that 
under the rules there was no regulation 
in force as to the time limit within 
which a member elected for two seats 
could elect for which to sit. There- 
fore, the British procedure must be 
followed, which called for such selec- 
tion to be made within a week of the 
formal disposition of the protest. 

The Premier In reply remarked he 
had not been asked by either his con- 
stituents in Quebec or Ottawa to select 
for which seat he should continue to 
sit. If In tho opinion of the Speaker 
the rules-made him choose at once, ho 
would bow to that ruling. 

The Speaker said that he would look 
up the authorities and render judg- 
lnrit tomorrow. 

Tho bill ratifying tho French treaty 
was called for third reading, and se- 
cured it, after Martin Burrell had ob- 
jected to the treaty on the ground 
that it would bring cheap French wines 
into competition with the home pro- 
duct. 

The bill of Mr. Temploman to amend 
the inland revenue act in some minor 
details passed its final stages, and with 
tho French treaty goes to the senate. 
The last hour of the sitting was con- 
sumed in supply. Mr. Pugsley again 
brought forward his public buildings 
votes. He secured some minor Quebec 
items before adjournment. 

Mr. Fisher's resolution providing for 
a 1G0 pound barrel of potatoes was 
adopted in the commons today, and a 
bill founded thereon was read for the 
ilrst time.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.— Six thousand 
five hundred miles of railroad, forming 
the St. Louis and San Francisco Rail- 
road company's system, generally 
known as the "Frisco," changed hands 
in New York today, with Its severance 
from the Rock Island company, with 
which it was merged in 190,1. 'The 
purchasers are B. F. Yoakum, former 
chairman of the Frisco-Rock Island 
board, and B. L. Winchell, formerly 
president of the Rock Island, who now 
becomes president of the Frisco. It Is 
understood that Messrs. Winchell and 
Yoakum have as their associates some 
of the leading capitalists of the middle 
west. 

All accounts agree that tho dissolu- 
tion was brought about by fear of 
federal, intervention. The line.-: parallel 
and tap each other at various points, 
and thj.'a is reason to believe mat the. 
Interstate Commerce Commission had 
taken cognizance ot fhat fact. 

Another interesting phase of the 
matter Is that despite; denials tho cur- 
rent belief Is that the Frisco will form 
some alliance with the lines of Edwin 
llawley, tho new figure In the railroad 
world, who recently acquired control 
of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas. At 
the same time the relations of the now 
divorced Frisco and Rock Island are 
to be friendly and for tho benefit of 
both. Authoratlve announcement of 
tho transaction today confirms reports 
long current here and marks the of- 
ficial severance of the relations of the 
two systems. ' ;

Campaign Opens Tomorrow

LONDON, Dec. 1.— Commenting edi- 
torially on the budget situation today, 
tho Times says: "In talcing this 
course, the House of Lords is dis- 
charging its primary constitutional 
duty, a duly broader, deeper and more 
vital to the prosperity of the nation 
than saiy compliance with superficial 
convention or custom. Tariff reform 
may be unwelcome to inslry, as it is 
to Lord Cromer, but his dislike of It 
only adds to his warning. It Is im- 
measurably the smaller of two evils. 
The vote of the Lords was given un- 
der a serious sense of responsibility 
and so far as possible without regard 
to party interest. We believe the 
peers will ibe generously uphold by 
tho great 'majority of the electors. 
Above all Premier Asquith will be 
prevented from setting up a fiscal sys- 
tem which he expected to serve as a 
solid entrenchment against tariff re- 
form." 

The Daily Mall says: "In this crisis 
of England's fate the House of Lords 
has shown faith in her people and 
itself. Other even more tremendous 
issues than the constitutional Issue are 
bound up with the people's verdict. 
There is the navy. There is tho great 
national aim of drawing closer tho 
states of the Empire, which can cub- 
bo accomplished by tariff reform. .. The 
sands are running out. One oppor- 
tunity hns been thrown away. Shall 
we lose this last chance V" 

Tho Dally Mull forecasts the down- 
fall of the Empire If the people choose 
wrongly In the coming elections, 

The Chronicle says the Lords have 
committed suicide and that an olig- 
archy lias been substituted for demo- 
cracy, but the stroke will ho short- 
lived. The watchword of democracy 
will bo "never again." 

"Tariff reform, with a two shilling 
tax on foreign corn," said the Union- 
ist whip, "would provide the funds 
for the old age pension instead of pay- 
ing them out of capital. So then," 
says the Chronicle, "wealth is to be 
exempted and the old people are to 
pay for their bread." 

The Daily Telegraph says: "The 
issue is open once more throughout 
Great Britain. The masses have tar- 
iff reform In their grasp. They can 
break the chain of an unjust, injur- 
ious and iniquitous policy, and they 
can break It now. The people can 
make an end of tho system under 
which our foreign competitors are en- 
abled more and more to monopolize 
their markets." 

The News says: "The weight of ar- 
gument and tho weight of personality 
went agninst the Lords during tho de- 
bate. The opposition have given no 
alternative to the budget but the dis- 
credited and cruel policy of tariff re- 
form, tho wanton thoughtlessness of 
shabby class selfishness and Incredible 
folly. The whole performance stands 
out In pitiless light, and cannot be hid. 
Democracy has learned Itx lesson and 
can be depended on to act. The loaders 
of the Lords, ignoring grave warning.";, 
have declared for revolution. In tho 
fight that is beginning there enn for the 
Liberals bo no question of defeat, com- 
promise or hesitation. It may ho se- 
vere, even long. It may involve confu- 
sion and chaos, but it can end only 
one way. No Liberal government will 
over again take office on any terms 
short of an Immediate reduction of the 
existing powers or the peers."

TRAINS COM 
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P, R, Service to Coast Is 
Restored— Trouble With 
Large Mudslide 



VANCOUVER, Dec. 1. — Train service 
on the C. P. It. Is being re-established 
today, and tho first train to roach Van- 
couver since last Saturday arrived at 
7:110 o'clock tonight. It was closely 
followed, by two others of the stalled 
westbound trains, and before midnight 
hundreds of people and a great mass of 
delayed mall and express matter will 
arrive in the city. 

The main line, of the C. P. H. was re- 
ported clear at 1 o'clock this afternoon, 
and stalled trains were promptly start- 
ed for tho coast. This morning throe 
passenger trains, two of them regular 
trains and the third a Chinese special, 
loft Vancouver for the East. 

Yesterday afternoon a mudslide about 
SO feot long buried the railway tracks 
in the vicinity of Hammond. This ob- 
struction was cleared away at noon to- 
day, and one hour later the break In 
the line near Lytton had been repaired. 
The trains which will reach Vancouver 
tonight from the east arc those which 
have been stalled at Kanaka, just east 
of North Bond. 

Tho Groat Northern line between 
Vancouver and Seattle Is still out of 
business, and It is not expected that 
through connection will be re-cstab- 
Ilshed for two or three days. Five miles 
of telegraph wire washed out.

— Fears are enter- 
tained for the safety of the Norwegian 
steamer Maud, which loft St. John's for 
Sydney on Saturday, and should have 
been at her destination yesterday. She 
has a crew of men. A fierce gale 
has been raging along the Cape Ilrolon 
coast since last night. 

Jeffries- Johnson Fight 

NEW VOHK Dec. 1.— No decision as 
m the successful bidder for tho world's 
championship heavyweight prize fight 
between Jeffries and Jac.r Johnson was 
announced hi New York tonight, bo- 
cause the promoters wished to avoid 
any clash with the police authorities. 
Tho decision will be made. In llnbnkon, 
N. J., at I o'clock tomorrow afternoon. 



ST. PAUL. Minn., Dec. 1.— Every 
line of Industry In the Twin Cities, 
Duluth and Superior, and all cities of 
the northwest dependent on the move- 
ment of supplies, is seriously affected 
by tho strike of railroad switchmen 
which began at six o'clock last even- 
ing. It Is estimated that upwards of 
12,000 men are idle on account of the 
strike order. Thousands of freight 
handlers and teamsters are losing time 
by reason of the freight blockade in 
the terminal towns, while a continu- 
ance of the strike for several days 
will throw additional thousands out 
of work. Tho railroad yards are filled 
with stalled freight trains, and an at- 
tempt to move a few by the aid of men 
drafted as switchmen is making no 
impression. The railroad managers' 
committee announced today that they 
were bringing In new switchmen to re- 
place the strikers, and today President 
llawley, of the switchmen's union of 
North America, said: "All right, let 
them come, we will not object." 

Business men generally are begln- 
nlng to feel tho result of the strike. 
The first to be affected wen: the 
wholesale grocer.-? and commission 
houses. Wholesale grocers report that 
nothing hi moving. Commission houses 
are doing nothing, and their customers 
in the small towns who got their sup- 
plies from day to day will soon be 
unable to get vegetables and fruit. 
Some of the larger commission houses 
today reduced their working forces, 
and will make further reductions In 
the morning if the strike continues. 
At Minneapolis the flour mills closed 
down tonight, and It is estimated that 
;i.u00 men employed in them are Idle. 
A continuation of the strike; will put 
out of employment about 7,500 more 
men who are employed in the co- 
operative and allied trades. 

In tho Iron Range country the 
small towns will soon lie facing 
a famine unless trains of foodstuffs 
can be brought there. Tho mines will 
be affected by the stopping of freight 
traffic. On the ore docks at Duluth 
and Superior within forty-eight hours 
ten thousand men will be out of em- 
ployment, and the general loss on ac- 
count of non-employment for labor 
and inability to deliver merchandise 
will run into the thousands of dollars. 
Bad in Montana. 
The most serious effect will bo in 
Montana, particularly at Butte, Ana- 
conda and Great Falls, where the cop- 
per mines and smelters are. In Mon- 
tana and western Idaho freight traffic 
is tied up. About sixty freight trains 
are stationary. The switchmen are 
in control of all terminal points. This 
territory is taken care of by the Great 
Northern, Northern Pacific and Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and Paget Sound 
railroads. Unless the railroads can 
carry coal to tho smelters and ore 
from the mines to the smelters, oper- 
ations must speedily cease. The smel- 
ters will be affected first, for their 
coke supply is limited. The mines 
may bo able to mine ore and store It 
on the dumps and In the bins for a 
while, but not long. The entire town 
of Butte is dependent on the opera- 
tion of the mines and smelters. When 
they stop everything stops. All food- 
stuffs are imported. Many of the 
mining companies run stores. A min- 
er's credit is good there only as long 
as he works. The smelters in Ana- 
conda employ about 2500 men. They 
are idle. There are also smelters at 
Great Falls employing about 5,000 
men, who are Idle. 

That all hopes of a settlement of 
the strike at present are at an end 
was indicated by the departure to 
hlngton tonight of Martin A. 
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Knapp, of tile Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and U. S. Labor Com- 
missioner Charles P. Neil. Mr. Knapp 
said he could do nothing but offer his 
services, and they were not wanted at 
present. 

SPOKANE, Dec. 1.— Freight traffic 
was almost completely tied up today 
on the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern lines and all their branches 
i centering here. Eighty of the 200 
j Northern Pacific .switchmen and -15 of 
I the 200 Great Northern men have quit. 

The total number idle here is estimat- 
| ed at 250. The most serious devclop- 
I ment here is a threatened shortage of 
I fuel. Tho Great Northern car shops 
and repair works at Hillyard. a suburb 
of Spokane, were closed today. About 
five hundred men are thrown out of 
employment. "Shortage of material" 
is the explanation given by the coin- 
puny.

While the demand for property in 
Victoria is greatest in the business 
area, there is an expanding Inquiry 
for nil kinds of land in and mound 
the city. A number of high priced 
sales are on the verge of being c losed, 
including business lots in the heart of 
the city. 

The building of the Pemberton block 
on Fort street, has enhanced the busi- 
ness value of that thoroughfare a fact 
which Is exemplified by the number of 
purchases which have taken place 
there during the last few weeks. A re- 
newed Interest is also being taken In 
property on Douglas and Yates streets 
The majority of business property 011 
the market is divided between these 
three strets. 

The number of sales and the am- 
ount of inquiry are steadily Increas- 
ing the value of business property. A 
similar increase Is being evidenced in 
values just outside the present busi- 
ness zone, the expectation being that 
the city will expand rapidly and prop- 
erties now In the residential area will 
soon be included In the business sec- 
tion. 

Fort Street Frontage. 

How owners are rating the value of 
their properties on Fort Street is 
shown by an offer of $45,000 made 
yesterday for a site between the new 
Pemberton block and Government 
street with a forty-three foot frontage 
on Fort street.

IKEDA MINE SALE 



Japanese Property on Queen Charlotte 
Islands Taken Over by Consoli- 
dated Company 

VANCOUVKK, Doe. 1.— Confirmation 
of the report of the sale of the well- 
known Ikeda mine. Queen Charlotte Is- 
lands, Is now at hand. The purchaser 
Is the Consolidated .Mining .V.- Smelting 
Company, or Trail. It is understood 
that the price approximates $2110.000. 
.Mr. A. W. Davis, of Trail, has return- 
ed after a trip of inspection which he 
made of the property In company witli 
Mr. Ikeda. The negotiations lasted a 
long time, and the Granby company, of 
Grand Forks, was also negotiating for 
the purchase. It is understood that a 
smelting plant will be erected near the 
claims. 

The property is the largest mine 
worked in this province by Japanese 
capital. It was discovered some four 
or live years ago by some fishermen 
of Japanese nationality, and 47 claims 
were staked. All these showed great 
wealth, but only one has been worked 
to any extent. This, which Is known 
as the Lily claim, has produced values 
running from $1 to $12. SO in gold, up to 
4.0S ounces in silver, and from 1.14 pel- 
cent to 17.02 per cent copper per ton. 
The mine was floated by a syndicate, 
with headquarters in Yokohama, and 
was capitalized nt $75,000. The cost of 
shipment and treatment averaged $3 
per ton. 

In addition to the immense deposit 
of ore, the Trail company will acquire 
ore-bunkers of a capacity of 1,000 tons, 
which are situated near a wharf 275 
feet in length. A tram line run by grav- 
ity connects with the mine about n 
mile inland, and communication with 
the neighboring settlements of Collison 
Day and Jedway is maintained by tele- 
phone. The bay nt Ikeda Is a splendid 
one and offers every facility as a safe 
harbor. 

A short time ago the property was 
Inspected with a view to purchase by 
the Glasgow firm of J. F. McArthur.

The objection will be taken that the 
Lords, being a non-elective body, have 
no constitutional rigid to say thai the 
Commons does not represent the pop- 
ular will, and it may also be advanc- 
ed that by thus virtually demanding a 
dissolution, the Lords have trenched 
upon the prerogative of the Crown with 
which alone tip' right of dissolution 
rests. If Air. Asquith should refuse to 
advise Ills Majesty to grant a. dissolu- 
tion, the King would be placed in n 
difficult position for he would have 
to choose between accepting' the ad- 
vice of his responsible mlnistor and 
following the dictates of the Lords, 
Wo do not anticipate that any such

By the 
later year Germany may have 13 ves- 
sels of the Dreadnought type, but 
Britain will have at least 20 and some 
of them will be of a more powerful 
class. There was it time when the 
custom was to look upon Germany and 
France as possiblo allies against 
Britain; but the danger of this has 
been removed not only by the entente 
cordiale, but by t lie Instinct of self- 
preservation, which will force France 
to take sides with Britain in tlie event 
of a war with Germany.

Filled with cheer, with the spirit of 
joyful holiday- milking-, and breathing 
once more- over the length and breadth 
of & whirling tired world its old-n ff e 
message of peace and goodwill, the 
aenson of Christmas Is nt hand again, 
in another week the stores aloiiff Gov- 
ernment street will begin to take on 
the last touches of their holiday garb; 
windows will be bright with the hun- 
dred and one pretty things that go to 
mark Christmas from other seasons of 
selling and buying, and the holly and 
the mistletoe will drape the 'store 
fronts. Along Government street the 
night crowds will increase us the great 
feast approaches, and us the time les- 
sens to one or two or three nights, 
swirling eddies of humanity will 
stream in and out of the shop doors, 
parcel-laden, worried, jostled and jost- 
ling; tired salespeople, drooping with

sleep, will mechanically strive to wait 
on lour people at the same time and 
be polite. Then Christmas morning 
will dawn again as it has dawned for 
more than a thousand times, and the 
rush will he over. 

The Afterwards. 
But when the rush is over, what of 
the buyers and the sellers? The buy- 
ers may be presumed to be happy after 
a night of restful repose, in the spirit 
of the day, in the giving and receiving 
of gifts. But many of the sellers, the 
clerks who toiled so unnecessarily hard 
during the long weeks preceding the 
coming of Christmas Day, what of 
them? 

It is tills question that Is stirring the 
minds of eastern people just now, and 
the wave has spread to the west. In 
the big centres the question is being 
met squarely by many of the big stores, 
and steps have been taken to make 
things easier for the salesmen and 
.saleswomen. But, as one employer of 
much labor said when the question was 
placed before htm first: 

"It is plainly up to the public. Wo 
have to try to meet the wishes of the 
public, and unless people will shop 
early wo will have to keep our stores 
open for them as long as they want to 
buy." 

That, of course, was the cold, busi- 
ness view of It, but nevertheless it re- 
flected the standpoint of the shop own- 
er. The. answering of the question Is 
up to the public more than anyone else, 
and in every instance noted the store 
owners are willing to co-operate with 
their patrons to take the unnecessary 
work from the clerks' shoulders. The 



greatest obstacle is the human tend- 
ency to procrastinate. 

Would Welcome Change. 

A canvass of some of tho largest 
stores in Victoria yesterday showed 
that there is a well-defined desire on 
the part of local shop owners to do 
away with the ante-Christmas rush aa 
far as possible. Spencer's, for in- 
stance, have decided to make a now 
move, and their big store, instead of 
remaining open In the evening for two 
or three weeks prior to Christmas will 
be open only on the evenings of the 
four days before the holiday. This will 
be of great advantage to the employees 
Speaking of the question yesterday, a 
member of the firm said that it was far 
better for trade to do away with the 
rush, or, at least, to spread it thinly 
over a long period. 

Managers and heads of many of the 
largest linns in tho city spoke in a 
similar strain. Not a few of tho stores 
are arranging to cut down tho length 
of time they will remain open at night, 
and, 011 the whole, there is a tendency 
to shop sanely and soon and relievo 
the clerks. 

There are many arguments In favor 
of the new rule — in fact, it may be said 
there are no good nrguments against it. 
In the first place, it Is possible to 
make much better selections, as stocks 
are more complete. In the second 
place the prospective buyer has moro 
leisure, and is not hurried, nnd can 
take time in buying. 

Better For All. 

Dealers invariably are willing to put 
aside goods selected early to bo de- 
livered when wanted. Not only this, 
but any store can assure its patrons 
of bettor service it they make their 
visit at a reasonable date. With tho 
store crowded to overflowing two 
nights before Christmas, the demand 
on the salespeople is too great to ad- 
mit of their taking the same pains in 
showing the stock as they would be 
glad to do otherwise. For instance, 
tile very thing you seek may be In 
stock, but because of tho rush and tho 
hurry tho clerk is unable to show you 
selections, and you go away dis- 
appointed. Besides tills, purohnscs 
that are made early are more readily 
delivered, and in the case of damag- 
nble goods are insured of greater caro. 
There is also less opportunity for 
errors in delivery and more timo to 
correct them satisfactorily if they do 
occur. 

In fact, there la every reason for nnd 
no good reason against Victorians do- 
ing their Christmas shopping early. 
Begin tomorrow, and have it over 
with. Then you will have leisure to 
contemplate the Great Feast In the 
spirit intended for it, and, moreover, 
you will he making, a real gift of 
health nnd happiness to those who 
serve you in the shops, and you will be 
exemplifying the rule embodied in the 
teaching of Him whose birthday you 
celebrate.

The mystery begins with the failure 
of the originators of this meeting to 
extend an Invitation to Mr. John 
Jardine, M.P.P., who, having held Es- 
qulmalt against assaults that were 
far from informldable, would cer- 
tainly be regarded as entitled to rec- 
ognition above that of a common 
trooper. 

Mr. Jardine was not "among those 
present," however — and, on his own 
Information, had not indeed been bid- 
den. 

In his absence the selection was 
made of Mr. EC. C. Brewster, who Is 
conceded re-elected In Albernt (al- 
though the returns are still incom- 
plete) as leader of the remnants of 
the party in the legislature. The se- 
lection and the manner in which it 
lias been made, promise to split tho 
party In twain, for Mr. Jardine is not 
disposed to meekly follow after hav- 
ing been so discourteously '.treated. 

It would perhaps be Incorrect to 
say that there Is trouble In the ranks, 
the plurnlizatlon suggesting some- 
thing divisible. Unless, however, an 
explanation more satisfactory 'to Mr. 
Jardine than any ho had received up 
to yesterday afternoon, presents It- 
self In the near future, serious dis- 
ruption is Inevitable, the outcome be-

Society for Prevention of Cruel- 
ty to Animals Needs 
Greater Support 



The thirteenth annual meeting of 
tho B. 0. Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Anirnnls was held in the 
city hall Tuesday evening with C. N. 
Cameron, president, In the chair. The 
reports presented showed that during 
the year the affairs of the society had 
been in a flourishing condition and 
much good work )i:ul been done. The 
secretary, Thomas W. Palmer, pre- 
sented his report, In which he pointed 
cut the fact that the society's useful- 
ness would have ,peen augmented had 
those who might have served as wit- 
nesses in cases coine forward. 

The treasurer's report showed gross 
receipts of $ 8 5 2 . 1 s and expenditures of 
$605.60, leaving a 'balance on hand of 
J246..B8. The retiring oflicers were all 
re-elected and the following gentle- 
men elected as a committee: Rev. W. 
Baugh Allen, Rov. JS- G. Miller and 
Messrs. C. Davie, A. J. Dallain and 
Arthur Rea. The necessity of having 
a duly qualified uniformed inspector 
was discussed. Such an official is 
necessary if the numerous cases of 
cruelty are to bo properly dwelt with. 
It was the opinion of the meeting that 
if the public realized the extreme im- 
portance of the question, funds would 
be forthcoming to meet the expense of 
maintaining such an official. 

Tho Local Zoo 

Another point .brought up was that 
of the imperfect protection afforded 
animals at Beacon Hill park and a 
sub-committee w a s appointed to con- 
fer with the parks board on the mat- 
ter. An appeal will 'lie made to the 
public In an effort to raise the society's 
revenue to $1,000. The Bishop of Co- 
lumbia, Mr. Justice Martin, Rev. E. G. 
Miller, A. J. Dallain and others took 
part in the discussion. 

The annual report submitted by the 
secretary referred to the necessity of 
the appointment of a paid Inspector, 
whoso duty it Would bo to watch for, 
and investigate oil tbe spot, cases of 
cruelty to animals In the streets and 
suburbs. Last year for seven months 
an Inspector was appointed at $2u per 
month, but the lack of funds necessi- 
tated dispensing with his services. The 
non-support of the public has been 
the cause of the apparent failure of 
the society to carry 0lJ t the objects for 
which it was formed. During the year 
a total of sixty-eight eases were in- 
vestigated and several lectures were 
given at the Sunday schools by Rev. 
E. G. Miller with a view of educating 
the young In the importance of the 
society's work. The report also refers 
to the "barbarous practice by which 
egret feathers are procured to supply 
the dictates of fushlon."

There Is In the current number ot 
Harper's Bazar, which, by the way, la 
a very beautiful one, 11 suggestion 
which was probably not intended by 
the editor. 

On one page Is a picture of the 
mother of the Queen of Holland bend- 
ing, with a face full of peace and love, 
over the baby grandchild In her lap. 
When, the leaf Is turned there are il- 
lustrations of crowds of people. In 
each of which the foremost figure is 
the suffragette leader, Mrs. Fankhurst, 
and a larger picture of her and her 
daughter in prison garb. The contrast 
Is very painful and ono cannot help 
wondering if the world is the better 
that so many sec In her who has 
chosen to lead a life of rebellion and 
strife their ideal of womanhood. 

For nearly two thousand years the 
Christian Church has believed that the 
world was saved by the coming of a 
babe, who when grown to man's es- 
tate taught his followers that the 
greatest among them was the servant 
of all. Do we not need that some one 
should preach the old gospel with 
new power? 

Many have expressed anxiety lest 
the large immigration ( >r ignorant 
foreigners from Centra] Europe should 
lower the character of Canadian popu- 
lation. Si! far, such fears are without 
much foundation. During the last 
twelve years about 1.200,000 people 
have conic Into Canada. Of these a 
million arc natives either of the British 
Isles or have crossed the border from 
the United States.

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It is beginning to lie more generally 
understood that if people would take 
as much pains to keep well as they 
do to recover from illness the health 
of the community would be vastly lm-" 
proved. Fewer drugs are used now 
than formerly, and physicians ar<> far 
more ready to place their knowledge at 
the disposal of the public. Among 
eminent men who believe that not only 
medicine but surgery are still ftir tun 
commonly used is Dr. Beverly Robin- 
son of New York. Writing in the New 
York Medical .Journal he says that 
"nature with intelligent guidance, 
which usually means little or no active 
interference, works out the well being 
of the patient so far as may lie " '['he 
Value of good nursing Is freely ac- 
knowledged, imt it is a little startling 
to find that is rather of the old fash- 
ioned sort. "Charts, temperatures, 
pulse, respiration, heart beats, etc.. 
may often lie Ignored from a scientific 
standpoint without great detriment to 
tiie patient. Bui attention to other 
things then and there is frequently 
vital. If the patient Is manifestly 
feeble, stimulate tiil weakness dimin- 
ishes, or disappears— If cold. K lvc heat 
t < > the extremities, ur elsewhere locally; 
if fainting occurs, loosen everything 
tight, place the head low. open win- 
dows, or fan to give air. and bathe 
the brow witli some pleasant volatile 
liquid like cologne or spirits of cam- 
phor." 

In the followliiR paragraphs the 
writer shows thai while there is much 
which i-' yet unknown to the inosl 
careful investigators of tin. causes of 
disease there Is a great deal that any 
Intelligent person nun' do to ward off 
attacks of sickness. He says: 

"We can not avoid or prevent, as yet, 
the development of a cancerous growth, 
probably, in the vnsl majority of In- 
stances, lint we can prevent the oc- 
currence of appendicitis and pneu- 
monia very frequently. The first i-< 
avoided by sensible dietary; the sec- 
ond by living constantly, as far as 
may be. ill a pure atmosphere— and 
especially by avoiding close'. Infected 
places when greatly fatigued in mind 
or body. Doubtless, also, many 11 time 
this and other Infectious disease may 
be prevented, or warded off. by the 
use of a really antiseptic mouth- wash 
and gargle. Likewise there are many 
cases of Surgery in which disease lias 
appeared owing Lo previous had hy- 
giene, or habits, surroundings, profes- 
sion, work— and the surgeon, while he 




knows ne docs not cure causative fac- 
tors, mitigates results. . 

"Now in medicine, as in surgery, 
there are many and great exceptions 
to till rules, and why? Simply because 
our knowledge of the causes of dis- 
ease is imperfect, Inaccurate, instill i- 
clent. We think we know frequently 
and later we find we were wofully mis- 
taken and that all our knowledge is 
mere 'vanity arid vexation of spirit.' A 
few yoars ago and every medical stu- 
dent thought swampy, badly drained 
ground caused malaria and rheuma- 
tism. About the former we know now 
(or believe we do) that we were ab- 
solutely mistaken. It is also possible 
that rheumatism is not caused by 
dampness of soil, but Is an infection 
surely and at all times. Of course low- 
lylng marshy ground Is not desirable 
either for the subject of malaria or for 
the victim of rheumatism. Where have 
vanished the supposed causes of yel- 
low fever and Its contagion.' Now 
that we konw. thanks to two Immortals 
of our profession, how the Infection Is 
carried to and implanted In human be- 
ings. The last investigation of the 
congestion of the oopulat on of New 
York City shows that nowhere else in 
the civilized world do more deplorable 
conditions of housing exist. W by men 
do wc insist upon spending large 
amounts of public and private funds to 
care for tuberculous patients, until Drst 
„f all we have striven, heart and soul 
to correct the primary cause? 

While women are asked not to wear 
the illumes of the egret or the fur of 
the seal In order that by their self- 
denial they may prevent the infliction 
of needless cruelty 011 the lower crea- 
tion, humanitarians are crying out that 
those who use cheap cocoa are encour- 
aging a trade that is destroying thou- 
sands of their fellow beings. Nor are 
those mere sentimentalists. They are 
,-eady with facts and figures that prove 
a very terrible state of uffairs. 

It is in the possessions of Portu- 
gal that the largest quantities of cocoa 
are raised by slave labor. These -plan- 
tations are in Angola In Southeast 
Africa and in the islands o ban 
Thome and Principe In the Gulf ol 
Guinea. Here between thirty and forty 
thousand slaves work under condition!! 
so cruel that every year four thousa nd 
negroes have to be Imported to 111 
lUeir ranks. These figures are vou ched 
for by Mr. Joseph Built, an e>e- wit- 
ness, who writes for the London Spec- 
tator. It Is Mr. Built who proposes 
that all consumers of cocoa shall mine 
, drive from the market the product 
of this forced labor. It is nopod ttial 
the nations of the world will unite :o 
nut a stop to the terrible slate ol 111- 
f-lrs that exist In the Portuguese pos- 
sessions Till then the Anil-Slavery

counted the heaviest sufferer. Its 
losses include the damage to roadbed 
primarily, and secondarily the heavy 
losses Incidental to disarranged traf- 
fic and the present blockade In tliu 
mountains and at various strategic 
points between Vancouver and ivam- 
loops. Next tu the railway company 
as n sufferer on the Island come the 
colliery companies, whose facilities for 
getting their outputs to the shipping 
ports have been badly handicapped by 
washouts and trestles carried away 
mi their private mine railroads. And 
as a third sufferer rates the Govern- 
ment, which will have much work to 
do in bridge and road repairing as 
aftermath of the deluge. 

Restoring Conditions 
The work of restoring normal condi- 
tions along the railway lino is going 
forward day and night, several hun- 
dred extra workmen reinforcing the 
regular work crews under Assistant 
Superintendent Goodfellow, who has 
virtually lived on the line during the 
past sixty hours. Damage Is distri- 
buted intermittently all the way to 
Nanalmo. The lirst serious conditions, 
however, presented themselves at Mill- 
stream, the site of the Silica Uriel; Co., 
where on .Monday last a number of the 
company's smaller buildings, which 
had been placed in the valley, were 
bobbing merrily about with occasional 
trials of the strength of the railway 
embankment. Along Longford lake, a 
considerable .stretch of track Is .still 
under water, but presumably intact. 
At Waugh creek, near the Goldstream 
wutertank. the tirst important land- 
slide is reported, the new till at this 
point having been covered to a depth 
of about five feet for a length of 4D0 
feet, hydrauliclng being now in pro- 
gress and the prospects bright for ex- 
huming the trackbed today. 

Trestles Intact 
Repeated rumors that either Niagara 
Or Arbutus canyon trestlo has "gone 
out" or Is at all events unstable, are 
emphatically denied by the railway 
authorities. Niagara trestle Is known 
to lie undamaged, while it is believed 
as well us hoped, that Arbutus has 
been equally fortunate. The brattice 
work at the tunnel end of the trestle 
is been to some extent disturbed, 
but It is not thought that It's general 
safety or solidity is threatened.

The bridge crossing Soake river where 
It takes Its rise In the lake— familiarly 
known as Healy's bridge — has gone out, 
together with several of Henley's well 
known cabins and outbuildings. Vir- 
tually al the cabins ami cottages have 
been damaged, the telephone lineman's 
report describing Mr. C. T. Todd's 
.summer home as "showing the roof and 
chimneys above water," while the Oil- 
well buildings are described as "safely 
anchored to the trees." Snlder's cabin 
lias been swept out with Its contents: 
It Is not yet known to what extent 
Dr. Dler's summer home has suffered; 
and all along the lake storm wrack 
tells a tale of phenomenally high water.

Highways Suffer

Prac- 
tically all culverts are gone, and n 
mile tlie other side or Goldstream 
hotel, where the railway till began, the 
side of the bill has so slid as t > carry 
the roadway Into the stream bed rot- 
sixty yards or more. The Sooke 
river road has fared more fortunately, 
or with the exception or tho bridge at 
Milne's Landing (the approaches to 
which an- gone, although the main bent 
stands) there are virtually no serious 
Injuries to the highway, as a result ol 
which Milne's stage gol through on 
time yesterday.

The weirs are of such 
capacity that no water blockade is 
possible, although to Illustrate the 1111 
usual rainfall of die past week, Mr. 
Lubbe states that while November's 
rainfall at Goldstream Lake No. 1 
totalled IT,. OS inches, that of the IS 
hours from Saturday until Monday 
noon was exactly 11 inches at this lake. 
The nearest approach to these record 
figures was on the nth of November, 
1896, when a rainfall of 5.30 for the M 
hours was. marked: from fi p.m. last 
Sunday the record for the same period 
was 5.88 inches.

In addition It is hoped lo make the 
department useful to those engaged In 
the Industry by reporting tho latest 
achievements of mining science and the 
discoveries and Inventions which have 
been turned to practical account In the 
must advanced mining districts. 

British Columbia Is admittedly Lilts 
premier mining province of the Domin- 
ion. The value of Its products places 
it far ahead of any competitor. Certain 
branches of the industry are In need of 
extensive development, and one branch 
at any rate — coal mining — offers the 
most attractive Investment in t he In- 
dustrial world. With the advent of in- 
creased transportation facilities new 
properties will lio rapidly opened up 
and the necessity for up-to-date Infor- 
mation will become more and more ur- 
gent. 

Nothing will appear In the columns

A decade ago the only coal mines 
operating in British Columbia wens 
those of Robert Dunsmulr * Sons, The 
N'rw Vancouver Coal Company and tin- 
Crows Nest Pass Coal Company. and 
the latter was only in process of being 
opened up. 

The two former have been producing 
and shipping for more than thirty years, 
the latter had just commenced. The 
total output of the province at that 
time was 1,135.865 tons. Last year It 
reached 1,677.840. During that period 
tile increase in value was frum $3,018.- 
!)72 to $5,872,472. 

In order, however, to appraise the 
actual development in coal mining it 
is necessary to take the production of 
coke into account because In 1S!I* the 
tonnage of coke was almost nominal. 
35,000 tons. whilst in I '.'OS It bad 
reached the respectable total of L' 1 7 . :: :< f> 
tuns. When It is remembered that, 
roughly speaking. It takes a ton and a. 
half of cool to make a tun of cuke it 
will be seen that the total production 
of coal In I90S must have exceeded 
2,000.000 tons.

Now Enterprises 

Hut the Interest in coal mining on 
Vancouver Island centres In tho new 
enterprises which have sprung into ex- 
istence during the last two years. The 
principal of these Is the Pocific Const 
Coal Company, which acquired valuable 
areas between Ladysmith and Nanaimu, 
and In an incredibly short space of 
time has developed a largo output which 
will soon reach one thousand tons a 
day. With commendable enterprise tho 
same company, under the presidency 
of Mr. John Arbuthnot, has acquired a 
large property at Suquash on tho east 
coast of Vancouver island near Port 
McNeil, and in a Cow months has dem- 
onstrated that it is capable of being de- 
veloped into a first-class producer. The 
history of this property is singularly 
Interesting. Coal outcropplngs were 
discovered by officers of tho Drltish 
navy half a century ago, and since then 
some 15,000 tons of coal have been ab- 
stracted In a haphazzard manner for 
admiralty purposes. Tho coal has al- 
ways been In favor for Its steaming 
qualities and this attracted the atten- 
tion of Mr. Arbuthnot and bis colleag- 
ues. Instead of a series of thin 
seams outcropping on the shore sci- 
entific development has revealed the 
existence of at least one thick seam of 
good quality and development work Is 
being pushed on vigorously. Inside of 
a year this mine win have a shipping 
capacity of a thousand tons a day and 
Its owners will reap a rich reward. 

Whilst mi other properties have 
reached the shipping stage there are a 
number of companies testing coal areas, 
tine is operating a few miles from Wel- 
lington villi good prospects of suc- 
cess. Another represented by .Mr. T. 
1'. Pearson, an Kngllsh mining engineer, 
has discovered an eleven-foot seam of 
coal on the northwest arm of Quutslnu 
sound. .Mr. Pearson has driven a tun- 
nel over 200 feet on the dip of tills 
seam anil so far it continues of uni- 
form thickness and quality. This Is 
one of tlie thickest seams on Vancouver 
Island "nil If it continues over any 
considerable area will be a large pro- 
ducer In the near future.

Another important new enterprise is 
that of Mr. A. 13, Hepburn of Vancouver 
who has acquired 8,000 acres of coal 
lands on Quatslno sound and Is now 
arranging to thoroughly prospect his 
purchase, and to commence development 
work. Mr. Hepburn Is anxious to ac- 
quire a large shipping mine on Von- 
cquver Island. being Identified with 
English capitalists who look to the ulti- 
mate establishment of an iron Indus- 
try. 

During the present year Mr. Clog- 
horn, a well known English mining en- 
gineer, acquired certain mining rights 
In the Cedar Hill district, and has done 
considerable boring. Ho succeeded in 
locating a senm of coal eight feet 
thick hear the Nnnnlmo river, and It Is 
understood that he -was acting on be- 
half of 'the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern Railway companies. There Is. 
however, some difficulty as to tltlo and 
at present the operations are suspended. 

Mr. It. Campbell Johnston of Vancou- 
ver succeeded in Interesting American 
capital In coal lands in the Soolte dis- 
trict, and has received Instructions to 
acquire a drilling plant nnd make a 
thorough pro. ,f of the property. Tills 
by no moans exhaust all the coal min- 
ing activities ot tlie last year or two, 
but they represent the more serious en- 
deavors lo exploit the areas whore coal 
is known to exist, and so far there 
lias been no disappointment. 

Profits ot Coal Mining 

The phenomenal wealth acquired by 
the owners of the Wellington Colliery 
company, has been the loadstone to 
attract, ether Investors to Vancouver 
Island, and while no other enterprise 
has been quite so profitable, there is 
no reason to doubt thai many millions 
will yet li, made by those who came 
into the thdd lately. 

This is insured by two circum- 
stances, the first being tho fact that It 
seems Impossible for tlie supply to 
overtake or even catch up (o the de- 
mand, and the second Is that the high- 
est price at the pit-mouth is easily 
maintained here as against the world. 
Whilst American coal operators are glad 
to count their profits by the emit, and 
English owners have declared before 
the Royal Commission that the average 
profit per ton over the last twenty-five 
years would not reach a shilling, Van- 
couver Island operators are today, nnd 
have for some time been. In (be happy 
position of selling a; $4.50 per ton at 
the idl's mouth. 

It Is safe to say the I (he cost of 
production does not in any case exceed 
$2 r.ii. which leaves o profh calculated 
to make the mouth of any Investor 
water. He would be a very optimistic 
man who would predict the continuance 
ef these conditions, but on the other 
baud the Inexorable law of supply and 
demand will maintain them for Ion.'

feir — Referring to your editorial, let 
me say that the correspondence I have 
had with the Ottawa authorities makes 
it abundantly clear that tho Dominion 
government will make no claim to any 
of the proceeds derived from tho ultl- 
mnte sale of the reserve, should the 
province buy out the Interest of the 
Indians. 

The Dominion government have no 
proprietary interest in tho reserve, they 
ore merely the guardians or trustees 
for the Indians, and it would, there- 
fore bo a most lrrotrulur procedure for 
tho Dominion government to attempt 
to buy out tho interests of their own 
wards. Moreover, oven If such a course 
were followed, it would h til 1 leave the 
matter In a complicated state, as the 
reversionary Interest of the Province 
would still have to be dealt with. On 
the other hand, if the province. — which 
has a proprietary Interest in the re- 
serve — were to extinguish the Indian 
claims, the provincial government could 
then give title nnd dispose of the land 
in tlie best interests of the public. 

Let me say again, that the lino of 
procedure I am now advocating has 
never been attempted before. Every at- 
tempt to settle with the Indians has 
been upon the understanding that they 
must wait until the reserve Is sold be- 
fore receiving a final settlement, the 
Indians in the meantime boing asked 
to relinquish their claims and vacate 
the reserve. [ am of the opinion that 
most white people under similar cir- 
cumstances would have taken the same 
ground as the Indians. 

Under the method now proposed, the 
Indians will bo presented with a sim- 
plified transaction. They will not be 
asked (opart with their titles and lands 
in order that a third pnrty shall sell 
their property and afterwards render 
them an acount of the stile; but tlie 
Indians themselves will do the selling, 
and under tho Indian Act half of the 
proceeds will go to them directly in 
cash, while the other half will be fund- 
ed and used In procuring new homes 
for them and for their general main- 
tenance and support.

Tin., said wago being 
considerably smaller than the Wealth 
lie has produced that day. The Interest 
of the capitalist Is to keep possession 
of the factories, compelling the worker 
to work for wages, leaving the differ- 
ence between what he produces and 
what he receives In the hands of Ids 
employer. The Interest of the worker 
Is to obtain possession of all factories,

Ism" In Sunday's Colonist, 

Question 1. — What are we to under- 
stand by tho expression "elass-con- 
iousnoss" V 

The doctrine of the "class struggle" 
Is one of the main points Insisted on 
by Socialists. They point out that the 
history of the post is one continuous 
record of struggles on the part of op- 
pressed sections of the. people of var- 
ious countries to rid themselves of 
oppression of the class above. 
Heretofore these struggles have been 
between monarch and nobles, nobles 
and commons, a nd hoi ween landed 
aristocracy and the rising commercial 
class, and in each case, the class or 
classes below the contending parties 
has ibeen used to aid in the struggle. 
Today we are in the midst of the last 
class struggle — the struggle between 
the propertyless proletariat, the class 
who own virtually nothing but their 
power to labor — to produce — and who, 
divorced from the Instruments of pro- 
duction, must sell their labor power 
In daily Instalments to the owners of 
the land arid the machinery of produc- 
tion, receiving as the proceeds of such 
sale, irrespective of the quantity or 
value of the wealth their labor pro- 
duces, wages sufficient, on the average; 
to procure food, clothing and shelter 
to maintain them in a state of ef- 
ficiency from tiny to day, and, spread 
over tiie period of working life, to re- 
produce another set of workers to take 
their place when, worn nut, they are 
relegated to the Industrial scrap-heap, 
with the (advent of maohine ? proaUcV 
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(he amount necessary to keep them in 
a state of efficiency, and this surplus 
production remain.-: in the hands of the 
employing class, ami is used by that, 
class as a means of further exploita- 
tion and enslavement, 

Statistics prove that the proportion 
so retained Is ever on the Increase. To 
educate the working class to a realiza- 
tion of these essential facts nf mod- 
ern Industrialism is the first slop 
which must be taken to arouse In them 
a determination to end the system, 
and the man or woman who has ac- 
quired tills knowledge is described as 
being "class- conscious." 

Question No. 2. — "What specific ob- 
ject does the Socialist party aim to 
promote ?" 

The transformation, by I he most, 
speedy method — expropriation — Of tho 
means of wealth production, the land, 
mines, machinery, railways, etc., from 
the hands of Lie present Individual and 
corporate owners, to collective owner- 
ship, the end in view being that all 
aiblp-bodlecl persons shall take their 
part in social production and all ro- 
ceivo the equivalent of the full pro- 
duct of their labor. Production will 
then bo carried on for use, Instead of, 
as at present, for profit. This, tho 
Socialist contends would lay tho eco- 
nomic; foundation ot a social system 
from which It will too possible to elimi- 
nate practically all the social evils 
which curse modern society. If my 
time and your space permitted this 
thought would permit ot lengthy jlab- 
oratlon. 

Question No. 3. — What would hu tho 



Ine of action taken by n, Socialist 
legis.ature in British Columbia? 

This all depends on circumstances! 
In every country' in tlie clvilh'.ed world 
the Socialist party Is actively propa- 
gating its ideas ami the growth of Its 
membership and adherents averages 
much the same all over. If a Socialist 
majority is returned In British Colum- 
bia simultaneously with Socialist ma- 
jorities in other places, they will pro- 

i d to take control of the machinery 

of production and organize industry to 
supply social necessities, and distri- 
bution will be organized to render to 
every person all the necessaries of life 
nnd as many of the luxuries as they 
are Inclined to work for, the basis of 
production 'being that for one hour's 
labor expended one hour's value In 
commodities will be secured. If, On 
the other hand, British Columbia 
should return a Socialist majority 
ahead of other places, little real prog- 
ress towards the ideal can bo made 
until others are in line. Legislation 
will be passed to make conditions of 
labor more easy, and stops taken in 
preparation for the complete trans- 
formation, but a change placing thin 
province on a different economic foun- 
dation to 'the rest of the world would 
ho out of the question.

Fishing Steamer Suffered Dur- 
ing the Recent 
Storm 



LINCOLN ROCK 

LIGHTHOUSE WRECKED 



Storm Swept Seas "Over North- 
ern Lighthouse — Oil Barge 
Broke From Atlas 



The recent storm battered o number 
of steamers severely. News was given 
yesterday of the arrival of the steam- 
er President at San Francisco, after a 
severe buffeting, and yesterday news 
same from Tacoma of the arrival there 
of the fishing- steamer Zapora, from the 
northern British Columbia fishing 
grounds. While In Hecate straits a 
lire broke out on the vessel, and about 
the same time one of the unusually 
heavy gules -which have been common 
for the past two weeks burst around 
the steamer. 

A big wave broke over the stern of 
the boat, tearing away seven of tho 
dories and making escape from tho 
burning craft Impossible. The crew 
in their desperation, concentrated all 
their energies towards putting out the 
lire, which was in the engine room, and 
this was accomplished only after stren- 
uous effort. 

It was found that all the bait had 
been washed away by the storm, and 
that the vessel was so battered by 
heavy seas and the continued prospects 
of bad weather so great that the only 
thing to do was to run for shelter. 
Lighthouse Wrecked. 

News comes from Wrangel that the 
; United States lighthouse at Lincoln 
rook was wrecked. The United States 
army steamer Patterson has arrived at 
Wrangel with Arrtone Horie, head 
keeper of the Lincoln Rock lighthouse, 
who' reports things in a deplorable 
shape about the rock. The building is 
badly wrecked, the windows being 
stove in, the fog signals gone, and all 
tho boats smashed , up. Tho light, 
however, Is still being maintained. .Nil 
the provisions at the lighthouse were 
lost. 

The tank steamer Atlas, which IiaH 
arrived at Seattle With Barge No. :), 
live clays from Sun Francisco, had a 
very stormy trip. Although most of 
the bad weather was coining from be- 
hind them, the steamer and its tow had 
a rough time, the pitching of the Ves- 
sels making a hard strain on the haw- 
ser. On Sunday, when off Columbia 
river, the steel hawser parted, and In 
the tempestuous sea it was impossible 
to get another line aboard the tow. 
Fortunately the wind was off shore, 
and the Atlas stood by for thirty hours 
before the water calmed sulllciently to 
permit of a new hawser being put 
ashore the barge. Even at that, Capt. 
Badger was hard put to it to manoev- 
ver his steamer near enough to .the 
rolling barge to bend a line to her. 
Takes Off Survivors. 

When the weather abated on Tues- 
day the lighthouse tender Manzanlta 
took off Capt. Snyder and nine other 
survivors of the steam schooner 
Argo. lost near Tillamook Bay, from 
the Columbia river lightship. After 
abandoning the stranded Argo, Capt. 
Snyder drifted about in the Pacific for 
some time, and then headed lor -.he 
lightship, where his lifeboat arrived 
early Saturday morning. Owing to the 
severe weather which prevailed, it was 
impossible to get the survivors off the 
lightship until today. Another boat- 
load of survivors was picked up Satur- 
day by the steamer I Ishltosh.

EXPORTERS EXPECT 

BREAK IN RATES 



With the disruption of the telegraph 
service between Victoria and Seattle, 
some anxiety is felt regarding the 
steam freighter Oscar, which left here 
on Friday light in ballast for Seattle. 
Her arrival at the Sound port has not 
yet been reported. Tho owners are not 
worried, assuming that Capt. Macdon- 
ald, finding the wires down, has not 
been able to report his arrival. The 
Oscar Is one of the best known of 
tho fleet of small steam freighters en- 
gaged from this port. She was built 
here about seven or eight years ago 
by Capt. Stromgren, her former owner. 
Trouble With Longshoremen, 

Out of the engagement of some 
longshoremen at Seattle some time 
ago, Captain Macdonald, of the steam 
freighter Oscar made himself heir to 
great bunches of trouble, and he is 
under bonds of $500, which his owners 
have had to put up at Seattle, to ap- 
pear in Seattle courts on December 6th 
to give evidence in a case brought by 
some Seattle longshoremen against tho 
Arlington dock for conspiracy to pre- 
vent them from obtaining a livelihood. 

Captain Macdonald little thought ho 
was r«vly to be arrested and haled 
into court and burdened with many 
troubles when some weeks ago he took 
a few longshoremen from one Seattle 
dock to the Arlington dock to complete 
his cargo. As the Oscar moved along- 
side the wharf the manager of the Ar- 
lington dock sighted the longshoremen 
and recognized some us men connected 
with a strike some time before on the 
dock. "Those men can't work on this 
dock!' he shouted. Captain Macdonald 
wanted to know if the men could work 
on his vessel. The wharf manager re- 
fused absolutely to give the steamer 
any freight if the men were employed, 
and they were, consequently not em- 
ployed. Then the longshoremen began 
an action against tho dock company's 
manager for conspiracy to deprive 
them of their work. 

Arrosted By Sheriff. 

The Oscar left for Victoria before 
the ease was Instituted, and on his re- 
turn Captain Macdonald was summon- 
ed to give evidence, and much delay 
resulted. The next time tho Oscar 
went to Seattle, lie was being relieved, 
and the officials, assuming that he was 
being kept away on account of the case 
i before the Seattle courts, laid In wait 
for him. Next time the Oscar wont to 
the Sound port she continued to Eagle 
harbor in charge of the mate to load 
freight, and Captain Macdonald was 
proceeding on a small steamer to join 
her when the sheriff came on hoard 
and arrested him. In vain he protest- 
ed. He was arrested as a necessary 
witness, and had to give bonds of $500 
thill he would appear on December 6th 
before he was released. 



SEEKS IMPROVEMENT 

AT TATOOSH SERVICE 



Wheat Business Dull Owincj to Antici- 
pation That Sailers Will Accept 
Lower Prices 



Exporters of wheat are looking for 
a break In the union sailing rates mi 
wheat to the United Kingdom and the. 
continent, and in the meantime there 
is little tonnage now being taken for 
grain. With about fifteen vessels due 
to arrive, and under charter already 
to carry grain from Paget Sound and 
tile Columbia river, in addition to the 
fleet of disengaged tonnage already on 
the North Pacific and available in 
neighboring waters, shipping men can 
see nothing ahead of the union sailers 
but a repetition of last year's pro- 
gramme, which entailed the calling off 
of tin- restrictions on tho foreign ships 
by which every craft Was permitted 
to take what could be secured In the 
way of rates. 

It Is not expected that there will bo 
any new charters of grain vessels un- 
til after the New Year, and by that 
time it Is believed that the sail ernft 
will be relieved of their obligations 
to the ships' union. 



UMATILLA LEAVES 

FOR GOLDEN GATE 



Interruption of Telegraph Service to 
Capo Causes Complaints by 
Shipping Men 

The last issue of Railroad and Ma- 
rine News, just off tho press, hits tin: 
following to say on the Tatoosh ship- 
ping news service: "Recent Interrup- 
tion of telegraph service from Taloosh 
island has caused considerable com- 
plain! in shipping circles and again 
emphasizes the fact that the govern- 
ment should take steps to perfect this 
service. Past experience has shown 
that the Hues are crippled whenever 
heavy gales sweep the coast. As such 
times the service should bo maintain- 
ed at any cost, as then It Is that own- 
ers, charterers and shippers are un- 
usually anxious. 

"Government officials state that it is 
Impracticable to connect Tatoosh 
Island by cable because of the rocky 
shore, making it impossible to protect 
the line from great seas which sweep 
the Island. It is undisputed that the 
land lines are unable to stand the 
storms, which Interrupt the service 
several times each year. That the gov- 
ernment land line Is in better condition 
than the private wires Is asserted, but 
as long as either gives way before the 
stormy blasts the service Is certain to 
be crippled. 

"The only feasible suggestion for 
making this sorvico of value during 
bad weather Is that the wireless sta- 
tion at Tatoosh furnish the shipping 
reports when the land lines are out of 
commission. The wireless station at 
Tatoosh is under the jurisdiction of the 
navy department and has orders not 
to handle commercial messages, of 
course, in case of emergency the oper- 
ators will call for hell), bul It seems 
to shipping interests that arrangements 
should be made whereby shipping In- 
telligence be furnished regularly 
whether in stormy weather or calm. In 
the past, the lines have been out of 
commission when most needed. A lit- 
tle co-operation on the part of tho va- 
rious government departments, which 
are represented at Tatoosh. ought to 
result In a service upon which reliance 
can be placed."

I Oanfa Carries Nearly 600 Homing Celestials and a Large General Cargo j 



Nearly 000 Chinese left on the 
steamer Oanfa of the Blue Funnel lino 
which sailed from the outer wharf 
yesterday morning for the Orient, and 
there were some picturesque scenes 
when the Orientals were embarking. 
The Chinese formed the third big de- 
tachment of homobound holiday- 
seekers going to the walled cities and 
dense-populated riverside towns of 
the south China provinces whence all 
the Chinese who migrate to tills con- 
tinent come from. The customs regu- 
lations provide that the Chinese may 
return within six months from the 
homeland without payment of the 
capitation tax of $500, and yearly 
thousands go home for tho New Year 
holidays, when all China makes mer- 
ry for from ten. days to -a fortnight. 

When the Oanfai had comple ted her 
cargo the Chinese who had been pa- 
raded In the. warehouse awaiting the 
covering of the hatches were given the 
signal and then, there was noise, u 
great chorus of Jabbering and strug- 
gling, as they took their baggage on 
board. They hauled it up tile high 
Bides of the steamer with ropes, fill- 
ed the gangways, and piled it away, 
for the Chinaman dislikes to trust his 
baggage to anyone. What a hetero- 
geneous collection of baggage It was 
that they took oh board. There were 
trunks and hags and bundles, bundles 
of umbrellas, brooms, wash tubs, 
lawn mowers, many and peculiar bun- 
dles. Not a few carried nickle alarm 
clocks, a favorite article. These, with 
the lawn mowers, and other western 
Inventions would be shown to the 
stay-at-homes in mudwalled villages 
on the faraway West river, 

There was one dead passenger, tho 



body of a local Chinaman being ship- 
ped by the Oanfa for burial In the 
homeland. The majority of the local 
celestials make provisions for the 
shipment of their remains back to 
China, and boxes of hones often form 
part or the cargoes of outbound 
steamers. 

The Oanfa carried a large cargo. 
She had 10,000 tons of general freight, 
including heavy shipments of canned 
shlmon mostly for tho United King- 
dom. There was over 190,000 cases of 
salmon on hoard. Lumber, whale oil 
and flour also pCCUpled considerable 
portions of her hold, the. flour, mostly 
for Oriental ports totalling 40,000 
sacks. 

The Bollerophon. 

The steamer Bellerphon of tho 
same line which discharged 750 tons 
of general freight, including supplies 
of Christmas goods from the United 
Kingdom for the local trade, left about 
noon yesterday for Vancouver for 
which port she has 2.G00 tons of gen- 
eral freight. 

The Bellerphon lent Yokohama 
twelve hours after tho Japanese 
steamer Seattle Maru of the Osaka 
Shosen kalsha whose agents stated 
that the Nipponese steamer would 
bent the Blue Funnel vessel in a rnco 
across the Pacific to land her silk. 
The Holt liner heat the Japanese boat 
by a good margin, the Seattle Maru 
not arriving until Monday at Tacoma 
nearly two days behind her. The Se- 
attle Maru passed into the Straits 
about a day behind the Bellerophono 
but was obliged to shelter tit Noah 
bay owing t<> a heavy gale then rag- 
ing. She brought 5,000 tons of 
freight, Including SB0 hales of silk.

Case of Owners of Jessie and 
Bayard Against U, S, 
Goes to Ottawa 



ARMS UNLAWFULLY 

SEALED BY CUTTER 



Captains Complain of Arbitrary 
and High Handed Action by 
Republic's Officers 



The case for substantial compensa- 
tion from the United States for the 
owners of the Victoria schooners 
Thomas F. Bayard, Jessie- and Pesea- 
wha, arising out of tlte interruption 
of their sea otter hunting this spring, 
has been prepared ny the prohibitory 
action of the commanding officer of 
the U. y. S. Hear, who sealed up the 
firearms on board each of the Cana- 
dian schooners and ordered the sus- 
pension of operations which at the 
very time were extra-promising (the 
vcssols being engaged successfully 
among the otter herds) much loss was 
occasioned. The interested owners 
and captains have transmitted their 
brief to the secretary of state at Ot- 
tawa, copies and incidental communi- 
cations having been forwarded to Hon. 
William Templemaii and ;\lr. Ralph 
Smith, M. P. 

The statement and argument of 
claim addressed to the secretary of 
state Is, of course, accompanied and 
supported by the declarations of the 
interested captains, and other Inci- 
dental exhibits, Important among 
which Is the estimate of direct and 
eonsoquentul loss, the latter being 
placed at 76 skins for the Jessie and 
100 for the Thomas V. Bayard, or 
$105,000 on prospective sea otter 
catch for these two craft alone. The 
direct and consequential losses of the 
Jessie and the Bayard are placed at 
$48,136.36 and {63,925.00 respectively. 

In tile letter to Hon. Mr. Temple- 
man covering the various documents 
transmission of which to the Interest- 
ed minister and other ultimate re- 
cipients is sought, these paragraphs 
occur: 

High-Handed and Arbitrary 

"To you who are so thoroughly fa- 
miliar with al! the details of the seal- 
ing question, it is not necessary to 
enlarge upon the difficulties under 
which the sealers have carried on 
their operations during late years, 
and the annoyances to which they 
have been subjected. The occurrence 
new under consideration happens to 
be the most high-handed and arbitrary 
which has yet been attempted; so 
much so, in fact, that the Captain of 
II. M. S. Algerlne, when spoken to 
about the matter, stated that if he had 
met the schooners after their firearms 
had been sealed, he should himself 
have broken the seals. 

"We would particularly direct your 
attention to the scant courtesy in the 
matter of explanation given to our 
captains by the revenue officers when 
asked upon what authority they sealed 
up the arms, in the absence of some 
better reason this action appears to 
us to have been committed entirely 
without authority, but in the circum- 
stances our captains had the alterna- 
tive of their vessels being seized or 
submitting to the sealing of the arms 
and being driven from the scene of 
their operations. We would earnestly 
and respectfully solicit your consider- 
ation of anil personul attention to this 
matter with a view to securing com- 
pensation from tlie government of the 
United States." 

In the statemenl of the owners of 
the Jessie anil the Bayard, Imple- 
menting the claim rone tiled with the 
secretary of state, tie- circumstances 
of tin- molestation of the schooners 
are (litis reviewed, it having been ex- 
plained prefatorlly that the vessels bail 
duly cleared from tills port on a fur 
sealing- and sea otter hunting socage: 
The Circumstances 
"On the 23rd of June, 1909, after 
having waited some time for favorable 
hunting weather, while tin- hunters 
were nut. tin- schooners wen- boarded 
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•a off the north end of ( Mierikof 
he Thomas F. Bayard hearing 
miles from land, or In Lut. 
Long. 155: 13W., and the Jessie 
tamo locality, bearing S.W. by 
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yond the mere statement that all fire- 
arms' must be sealed. 

In Good Wonthor 

"These occurrences took: place after 
the vessels had been beating about for 
it, considerable period of time In had 
weather, waiting for v. favorable turn. 
That turn had Just arrived, and with 
good weather came evidences of an 
abundance of otter in the vicinity of 
tho schooners. The crews of the ves- 
sels had been especially selected for 
their skli! and experience In sea otter 
hunting; In fact the selection of these 
crews was commenced a long time be- 
fore the sea -son by tho despatch of 
agents for the purpose of 3Muriug 
the men pa,*:lcularly trained tn this 
occupation. 

"We submit, and wo press it Btl'Cllglv 
and rospectfuily, I hat wo have dufforei 
material loss by I ills unwarranted In- 
terference with our freedom on the 
high seas, by a foreign power; and we 
respectfully ask that our claims he 
placed in tlie proper quarter for ad- 
judication with a view to compensa- 
tion."

Block of Debentures Bring 
Figure of 95— Toronto Firm 
the Purchasers 



Bonds to the amount of $370,000 were 
recently sold by the city to the Do- 
minion Securities Corporation of To- 
ronto at a price of 95. This figure 
compares with !>8 which was secured 
for the last batch of debentures sold 
last spring. The debentures just sold 
comprised $20,000 Issued under the 
Incinerator bylaw passed two years, 
ago but which was never directed to- 
wards that end as It was decided not 
to build the plant; $125,000 Water Loan 
debentures, and $46,000 sewer loan, the 
latter being Issued under the bylaw 
passed last spring. The sale was 
negotiated by IT. A. Ross, local man- 
ager of the Vancouver Portland Ce- 
ment company, who Is also agent for 
the Dominion Securities Corporation, 
of Toronto. 

In addition to the above $30,000 
worth of local improvement debentures 
were taken by the city itself as tho bid 
offered was not sufficient to provide 
the amount required to be expended 
on tin' works authorized under the by- 
law under which tho debentures were 
Issued.

"While ii is true that the schooners 
were within waters closed to pelagic 
scaling at that time, yet we would re- 
spectfully submit thnl thai fact of It- 
self ii nol any Infringement of the 
regulations, nor Is it Illegal ever for a 
vessel ti> be within thai area with lire- 
arms mi board. Wo would point out 
that an offence is committed only when 
a vessel is found In that area with 
sealskins on hoard during tin- period 
specified in the regulations. 

Were Not Sealing 

"Further, the vessels were not en- 
gaged In sealing, and there were no 
sealskins or trace of sealing, found on 
board after a most thorough and rigid 
search. The vessels wen- engaged in 
sea otter hunting, an occupation that 
does imt come within tin- purview of 
the sealing regulations and as to which 
there is mi prohibition. As proof uf 
tin- bona fides of the captains, wo would 
direct your attention to their request, 
in effect. If the American revenue 
officers felt that they (the captains) 
could not be trusted to observe the 
sealing regulations, that the shot-guns 
bo sealed and flic rifles left. The 
former are nol actually necessary for 
use In ottet hunting, and tho latter 
are. But tills request was refused, and 
the vessels actually driven away. In 

fart, the captains' were told they had 
no business there, and that If they 
hroku tho Bauls placed on the firearms 
their vessels would be seized. You 
will observe from the statutory declar- 
ations of the captains, enclosed here- 
with, that the Illegality or the action 
of the revenue officers was questioned, 
mid tb,at no explanation was given be-

Interest of Trades and 
Council in Civic 
Matters 



Labor 



The Victoria Trades and Labor 
Council met last evening, with Presi- 
dent Watters in the chair. 

The legislative committee reported 
having received a large quantity of 
Information regarding the latest and 
most up-to-date methods of municipal 
government. The committee reported 
that the mass of matter was so great 
that It would require considerable time 
and a special committee to deal with 
It all in a thorough manner and bring 
in to tlie council a tangible scheme of 
working out the various details. 

The new Labor Temple committee 
reported that it would be necessary to 
be assured by February 1, 1910, there 
should be at least 1,000 shares sub- 
scribed, to enable It to carry out the 
scheme of Incorporation. The com- 
mittee had every assurance that the 
amount would be more than doubled 
by that time. 

No Italians Needed 

The secretary of the Labor Council 
of Guelph wrote to ask if there was 
any truth In the 'advertist-m'ent ap- 
pearing in the Guelph papers which 
stated that 50 Italians were needed for 
civic work in Victoria. The Guelph 
council will be Informed that this is 
not true. 

The Co-operative Association of 
Toronto wrote a circular letter urging 
the council to use all its energy to for- 
ward the scheme of co-operation — and 
urging that memorials be sent the 
national government — and all mem- 
bers of parliament with a view to get- 
ting favorable legislation. 

At the request of Secretary Slvertz, 
the council went into recess for 15 
minutes to enable it to have a practi- 
cal demonstration of the system of 
election by proportional representa- 
tion. Two cards were passed out and 
then the members were asked to nom- 
inate three or more men for a fancied 
office. The names of McBride, Haw- 
thornthwalte, Oliver, Henderson and 
Slvertz were placed in nomination, 
each member being requested to write 
the names of the five nominees, and to 
vote for them by marking the figures 
1 2, 3, t or 5 after their names as they 
thought fuvorab.y of them. At die 
conclusion of tne election McBride, 
Hawthornthwaite and Slvertz were de- 
clared elected. 

The scheme was discussed in detail 
to the members who generally ex- 
pressed themselves favorably. It was 
clearly demonstrated that it would un- 
der this system lie Impossible to elect 
a man by a minority vote, as is the 
case at present when a large number 
of candidates are In the field. Further 
instruction will be given at future 
meetings ami it lias been decided that 
at the next election of labor council 
officers, this system shall be used. 

The council after seme discussion 
granted the legislative committee pow- 
er tn proceed with the formation of 
a municipal reform league, and Labor 
Hall was placed at their disposal for 
the purpose, free of charge. All the 
information collected will be placed at 
the disposal of the league, which will 
enable it to begin active work almost 
immediately and a hearty vote of 
thanks was passed to the legislative 
committee for then splendid work, 
after which the council adjourned.

Attention Called to Lack 
Progress in Adopting 
Improvements 



(By Bernard Fischer,) 
BERLIN, Nov. 30.— Germany once- 
more sees the red spectre standing 
before her door. Many people in this 
country were credulous enough to be- 
lieve that the general election of 1907, 
which reduced the Socialist party in 
tiie Reichstag by nearly f>0 per cent., 
was a definitive turn in the tide, and 
that German Utoplanlsm would 
thenceforth ebb away into Insignifi- 
cance. The general election for the 
Diets of Saxony and Baden, which 
took place recently, have rudely awak- 
ened them from their delusive dream. 
Everywhere the followers of Uerr 
Bebel have enormously increased their 
polls, and their actual gain in seats is 
little short of staggering for their op- 
ponents. 

Such is the immediate consequence 
of three years of "1-Sloc" policy and the 
necessity of rooting the bill for the 
battleships voted in haste. The case 
of Saxony is a peculiarly illuminating 
one. Up to 1S0U the franchise in this 
kingdom was practically universal 
suffrage. Under it the Socialists grad- 
ually Increased their number in the 
Diet to fifteen out of a total of eighty- 
two. At this point the majority be- 
came alarmed, and impetuously passed 
n modification of the Constitution, 
which introduced the three-class elec- 
toral system which Is the pride and 
power of the Conservatives In Prussia. 

The effect of the change did not fall 
short In one direction of the anticipa- 
tions of those who had brought it 
about. The chamber was at once com- 
pletely purified of the red taint, and 
only after years of patient labor did 
the Socialists succeed In placing a 
single delegate at the head of the poll. 
The reform backwards produced, how- 
ever, another result, as unwelcome as 
it was unexpected. In the 1!)03 Reich- 
stag general election, twenty-three 
members returned In Saxony were So- 
cialists. It was evident that tho pop- 
ulation had a strong dislike to the 
three-class arrangement. Accordingly 
it was decided to find a compromise 
which should at the same time temper 
their disapproval and prevent too dan- 
gerous accessions to the revolutionary 
army. 

Plural Voting 

The expedient finally adopted was 
that of plural voting, Every male 
citizen who contributes b> direct taxa- 
tion a minimum of three marks an- 
nually to the Royal Exchequer has one 
vote, but If he possesses certain quali- 
fications of wealth, education, profes- 
sion and age be may have as many as 
four. At the same time, the strength 
of the Chamber was raised to ninety- 
one. It was confidently believed by 
the Conservatives, who have for the 
past thirteen years enjoyed an abso- 
lute majority In the house, that this 
system would safeguard their position. 
Alas, for the futility of human hopes 
The absolute rule of the Conservatives 
has passed away, and tin- most numer- 
ous purty in the new Diet will be 
dreaded Socialists. The final result 
depends upon the second ballots, of 
which fifty-seven have to be fought 
out, but no amount of intriguing and 
compromising can alter the signifi- 
cance of what has already taken 
place. Th<? present position is asfol- 
lows:

In Baden the ultimate Parliamentary 
balance of parties depends even mora 
than in Saxony on tho issue of the 
second ballots, for which the strangest 
and most -unforeseen alliances tire 
sometimes formed. Nothing, however, 
can alter the fact that the Conserva- 
tives and Centre, who forced through 
this year's finance reform in Die Reich- 
stag, are sadly at a discount witli the 
electorate, and that the politicians of 
the left are correspondingly In favor. 
In every constituency, and especially 
in the towns the 'Socialists have great- 
ly strengthened their position. in 
HiO.-> they captured live seats outright 
in the first ballots. This time they 
have doubled that number, and stand 
chances in twenty-six second ballots. 
The first ballot successes of tho cleri- 
cals, on tiie other hand, have sunk 
from tvventy-elghl to twenty-one. 

H is not without .significance that 
the National Liberals, who have al- 
ways strongly accentuated the llrst 
half of their name and let their voices 
sink to an Inaudible whisper when 
pronouncing the second, have also been 
hard hit. In 1905 they got fourteen 
men through in the first ballots. That 
number has now declined to four. 

People here are watching this rise 
of the Socialist tide ivlth bated breath 
and asking themselves whether this 
time it is, Indeed, in lie tiie deluge. 
Criticise Navy 
Much' discussion has been aroused 
In the German newspapers by an arti- 
clue published by the Tagebaltt, ovoi 
the pseudonym "Seemann." This arti- 
cle complained that the German ad- 
miralty does not adopt tin- most 'mod- 
ern technical Improvements in the new 
'battleships. So much Importance Is 
attached to the matter in government 
circles that the defence of Admiral can 
rinpitZ Is undertaken by Die Post in 
an article which is obviously Inspired 
by tiie admiralty. In Its Introduction 
to (lie statement which, It, is contended, 
"No ono will find It easy to gainsay," 
the Post itself contends that the ac- 
cusations brought by •'Seemann" (and 
also contained In numerous articles 
supporting VIce-Admlral Gnluster's 
advocacy of the restriction of tlcr- 
imnny's naval efforts to the defence of 
her coasts) are connected with mi agi- 
tation, the object of which Is to secure 
the removal of the present naval sec- 
retary. 

The statement referred to begins as 
follows: "Some years ago the Ad- 
Iniralty adopted a system of absolute 
and Impenetrable secrecy In connec- 
tion with tho construction of now ves- 
sels, information of any kind 



whatever from which tiny definite con- 
clusions could be drawn are given to 
anyone, not even to retired naval offi- 
cers. To writers on naval matters, 
this is, nevertheless, more Important 
than the gratification of curiosity. The 
details about battleships which appear 
in the newspapers from time to time 
are valueless, because they are mere- 
ly products of more or less correct as- 
sumptions. Tin; semi-official Nauti- 
eus says practically nothing about now 
ships, and there is thus no basis what- 
ever on which suspicions and accusl- 
tions can 'be founded." 

All that Is known, continues the 
statement in the Post, is that tho new 
battleships are fitted with reciprocat- 
ing engines, that tiie llrst to be fitted 
with turbines is the [Ersatz Hllde- 
brantl, and that the new German 
Dreadnoughts have 2S centimetre guns. 
Admiral von Tirpitz, it adds, is not the 
headstrong opponent of turbines that 
some of his critics make him appealr, 
for "our small cruisers have for some 
time, past been lifted with them, while 
our newest large cruisers are to have 
them, as arc also tho later Dread- 
noughts. 

It would, says the writer of the 
statements thus only be reasonable to 
assume that there are very special and 
very grave reasons for giving the new 
Dreadnoughts reciprocating engines. 
It cannot, however, be points out, foe 
expected that the admiralty should 
divulge these reasons, and he recom- 
mends the public to bear In mind the 
fact that "the responsibility for the 
construction and fitting up of out- 
ships is in the hands of experts of 
tried ability and experience who have 
accurate knowledge of everything that 
modern technics can offer." 

Wlr.i regard to the complaint raised 
by Seemann that whereas the new first 
class ships of other countries make 
knots these of the Nassau type, 
according to Nautlcus, make only 19 
knots, the writer of the Post statement 
remarks that the speed of the Nassau 
class is given at over 19 knots, and 
that this "over" admits an ample mar- 
gin. Lamentations about the inferior- 
ity of German heavy artillery are, lie 
siivs, ridiculous, and, he adds: "Can 
any German really think that the Ger- 
man military authority, which lias at 
its disposal the heaviest guns con- 
structed on the highest grade of effi- 
ciency by Krupps would retain for its 
newest war 'machines a gun that is not 
at least equal In every respect to the 
guns of other • nations? Besides, who 
knows anything about the powers and 
effect of the newest type of our 28- 
centlmere guns'.' At any rale the con- 
fidence placed by experts In this gun 
Is such that it cannot be shaken by 
lamantatlons of the style of those just 
'mentioned." 

The Conservative Relcllbote, also 
replying to the criticisms of ''See- 
mann" considers that Germans may ibe 
satisfied with the knowledge that the 
US-centimetre guns carried by the 
Nassau class can pierce the armor 
belt of the English Dreadnoughts even 
at a long distance range If the angle 
of contact be but slightly favorable. 

Writing in the Tag, Capt. Perslus, a 
retired naval officer Welcomes the news 
that the United States fleet is to be in- 
creased. He bases his satisfaction on 
the ground that a strong American fleet 
will restore the balance of power so 
much needed 'by the other nations, The 
superiority of naval '•power In the hands 
of England, he asserts, is a constant 
menace to the world's peace.

1.— Prices of 
j storks had a substantial rally today, in 
i accordance with tin- general expecta- 
tion of the professional element in the 
speculation. A general demand to 
■over outstanding shorts came from the 
bears, and the withdrawal of selling 
pressure marked (lie subsidence of ap- 
j prehension felt for several days past 
j over the anti-trust programme at 
| Washington. 

Another Influence in the upward re- 
action was tin- formal action by the 
; House of Lords ill London in appeal - 
| lllg tile budget decision to the olectur- 
| ate. The effects of this action on 
| British financial affairs lias been so 
| much dreaded that u sense of having

The 
I opinion 1 ilds thai the steps made 
necessary in British fiscal al'1'uirs by 
J 'his transaction, as Well as the unset- 
tling Influence on public sentiment of 
i he grave governmental issues inyoly- 
I ed, are destined (o have a restraining 
i effect on financial markets for some 
time to come.
